ANGORA, Turkey, July 8.—S. E. 
Zimmermann, veteran German air- 
man, has made a successful flight 


here from Berlin, piloting the first 
German postal airplane to Angora 
by way of Budapest and Constanti- 
nople. Zimmermann reached here 
Sunday after having set out from 
the German capital at 4:30 a. m., 
Saturday. His actual flying time 
of 27 hours set a new record, which 
is especially notable from the fact 
that the machine in which he made 
the flight was a hydroplane. The 
trip to Constantinople was complet- 
ed in 15 hours. 

Zimmermann, ite is stated, is the 
pilot who in October, 1921, carried 
the late ex-Emperor Charies from 
Switzerland to Hungary when the 
deposed monarch made his effort 
to regain the throne of Hungary.

MOTHER KILLED AT CROSSING 


Two Women Die as Train Demol- 
ishes Touring Car—Child 
Is Fatally Injured.
